Commonwealth, in refe- 


ready impoſed by pzetence of Parliamentary 
Authoꝛitp, but alfo a further Supply, which 
the Parliament is conſidering how to raiſe by 
ſuch wapes and means, as may belt anſwer 
the occaſions of the Commonwealth, and be 
leaſt burdenſome to the People; And do there- 
foze Enact, and be it Enacted by the Parlia⸗ 
ment, and by the Authoꝛity thereof, That the 
ſeverall SDums of Thirty five Thouſand 
Pounds by the Moneth upon England, Sir 
Lhouſand Pounds by the Moneth upon Scot - 
land , and Nine Lhouſand Pounds by the 
Moneth upon a tak as afozeſaid, to 
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be paid ko: Twelve Moneths, commencing 
the 24 day of une, One thouſand fir hundꝛed 
fifty nine, ſhall by vertue hereok ve aſſeſſed, 
tared, levied, collected and paid in the ſeveral 
Counties, Cities, Tolons and Places in Eng- 
land, and Wales, and Town of Berwick : And 
in Scotland and Ireland, by the ſeveral Dums, 
and accoꝛding to the ſeveral Rates and Pꝛo⸗ 
poꝛtions, and in ſuch manner as the foꝛmer 
two Pears Alſeſſment at the ſame Rate, have 
been and were directed to be aſſeſſed, tared, le- 
vied, collected and paid, and as by the Oꝛders 
and Powers whereby the ſame is impoſed, is 
directed and appointed, Save onely in ſuch 
Caſe as concerns the time of payment of the 
ſaid Twelve Moneths Aﬀleſſment, and ſuch 
other matters as are herein after particular⸗ 
ly p20vtded foꝛ, which are to be obſerved and 
— acco2ding to the Directions ok this 
1 Ui 
And be it further Enacted, and it is hereby 
Enacted, That the ſeverall Commillioners, 
and other Perſons by the ſaid Oꝛders, In⸗ 
_ firucttons, oz Powers, nominated and ap- 
pointed, ſhall have, ule, ererciſe, and put in 
execution the ſame Oꝛders, Inſtructions and 
Powers, foz the aſſeſſing, collecting, levping. 
and paying the ſaid Twelve Moneths Allell- 
ment, and alſo obſerve and purſue the ſeveral 
Rules, Directions, Clauſes and Pꝛoviloes, 
preſcribing the way and manner of rating, le⸗ 
vying. collecting and paping thereof, which 
by the ſaid fozmer Oꝛders and Powers are li⸗ 
mited and appointed, as fuliy and effectually 
to all intents and purpoſes, as if the ſame had 
been pꝛovided and enacted by the Authozity of

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this pzeſent Parliament. Foz the better effect- 
ing whereof, the leveral and reſpective Com⸗ 
miſſioners tn the ſaid Ozders and Powers, na- 
med fo2 the ſaid Three Bears Aſſeſſment fo 
the reſpective Counties, Cities, Towns and 
Places tn England and Wales, and Town of 
Berwick, (hall meet together at the moſt com- 
mon and uſual places of meeting in each of the 
ſaid Counties, Cittes and Lowns reſpectively, 
on, 02 betoze the Firſt day of July, One thou⸗ 
ſand ſix hundꝛed fifty nine. And the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners, oꝛ as many of them as ſhall be then 
and there pzeſent, (hall cauſe this pꝛelent Act 
to be put in execution, foz the oꝛdering, direct⸗ 
ing, managing, levping and bringing in the 
ſaid Alleſſinent foꝛmerly appointed foꝛ Twelve 
Moneths, ſo as the full half part thereof to 
be charged upon each Diviſion, Hundzed , Pa- 
riſh and Place, may be fully aſſeſſed, levied, 
collected and paid in to the reſpective Recet- 
vers, and by them to the Receivers General 
of the whole Aſſeſſment, on oꝛ befoze the Firſt 
of Auguſt, One thouſand ſix hundꝛed fifty nine: 
And the other half part of the ſaid Alleſſment. 
on oꝛ befoze the Tenth day of October, One 
thouſand ſix hundꝛed fifty nine. And the ſaid 
Commiſſioners, oz any three o2 moꝛe of them, 
ſhall and may appoint ſuch other Meetings, 
at ſuch times and places, as they (hall think 
fit; where the majoꝛ part of them then pre- 
ſent, ſhall do and perfo2m ſuch things, and give 
fuch further Oꝛders and Directions foz the 
due execution of this pꝛeſent Act, accoꝛding to 
the true intent and meaning thereof, as they 
(hall find requiſit. And all and every the Al⸗ 
ſeſſors, Collectors, e, and other Offi⸗ 
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ters and Perſons, that ſhall be concerned in 
ſuch Oꝛders and Directions as lhall be given 
by the laid Commiſſtoners, are hereby enjoyn- 
ed and required, to obſerve and erecute the 
ſame accoꝛdingly. And as fo2, and concerning 
the aſſeſſing, collecting, levying, receiving and 
paying the laid monthly Sum of Str thouſand 
pounds on Scotland, and Nine thouſand pounds 
upon Ireland; The Commiſſioners that are, 
92 (hall be appointed fo2 the Government and 
Management of the Affairs of thole Nations 
reſpectively, ſhall be, and are hereby impow⸗ 
red and authorized, to give ſuch Oꝛders and 
Directions foz the effectual aſſeſſing, levying, 
collecting, paying and receiving of the ſatd 
Alleſsments , by the time appointed foꝛ pap⸗ 
ment of the Allelsments on England, according 
to the true intent and meaning of this Act, as 
they (hall think fit ; Which all perſons con- 
cerned are hereby required to obey and obſerve 
accoꝛdinglp. = 

And be it further Enacted, And it is here- 
by Enacted by. the Authozity afozeſatd, That 
the ſeveral Powers, Oꝛders, and Inſtructi⸗ 
ons koꝛmerly given, oꝛ mentioned to be given, 
by pzetence of Parliamentary oz other Autho- 
rity, as afo:eſaid, foꝛ the oꝛdering, managing, 
diſpoſing, receiving and iſſuing foꝛth of the Al⸗ 
ſeſſments and other Moneys heretofoze raiſed 
and appointed foꝛ the uſe of the Fozces in Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Ireland, and the Contingent 
Charges thereof, ſhall by vertue hereof. be 
- obſerved, made, and put in execution by the 
Perſons therein named as a Committee foz 
the Armp, Receivers General of Aſeſſinents, 
and Lreaſurers at War reſpectively, as well

fo: the managing, oꝛdering, receiving, diſpo⸗ 
ſing, and iſſuing foꝛth of the Aſſeſſments here- 
in befoze mentioned, as of all other Moneys, 
that have been, oz befoze the Five and twen- 
tieth of December, One thouſand ſir hundꝛed 
fifty nine, (hall be appointed foꝛ the uſes akoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, and foꝛ all other Matters and Things 
mentioned in luch O2ders, Powers and In⸗ 
ſtructions , as if they had been made and 
given by the Authority of thts pzeſent Par⸗ 
lament, 

Pꝛovided nevertheleſs, That all Oꝛders and 
Warrants to be iſſued foz the payment of any 
the ſaid Forces, raiſed, oꝛ to be raiſed foz the 
Dervice of this Commonwealth, and the Con- 
tingent Charges thereof, ſhall be accoꝛding to 
(ach Allowances of Pap, as have been for- 
merly made in that behalf, oz accoꝛding to ſuch 
Directions as ſhall be hereafter given by the 
Parliament. oꝛ the Authozity thereof, and not 
otherwile.
